Wwhefo or grain [ the walls arc of stone, 
W»d ua elevator Is arranged to work 
by bofse power. A granary to bold 
8,000 bushels will require to be 2!i feet 
by 88 feet Inside. This will give six 
bins, size 15 feet by 7 feet, and 0 feet 
u'gli. Thla will nlso nllow for a pas- 
sage across the middle ot the building 8 
feet wide, which will give access to all 
of the blus and can be used for cleaning 
grain, as well as storing small Imple- 
ments, The floor should be raised four 
feet from the ground to make It dry 
and convenient for loading grain, as 
well as to provide for the elevator, nnd 
belting below the floor. The walls be- 
ing of stone, should be 13 feet high;

To arrange an elevator for 
horse 


power, a hopper that will hold at least

bottom of elevator must .be close on the 
ground to be connected with the deliv- 
ery hopper by a spout, with sufficient 
slope that the grain will run freely. 
The elevator will discharge well above 
the upper Joists Into a hopper in the 
renter of the building, to which a fun- 
nel-shaped spout Is attached, that can 
be shifted to deliver Into any of the 
bins. The horse power should lie plac- 
ed at the end of the granary, and driv- 
en by a belt or shaft, passing through 
nu opening in the wall left for the pur- 
pose. The details can be all worked 
out by a mechanic, one essential Is to 
'have plenty of slope for the delivery 
Lopper to box at foot of elevator, even 
Jf It should be sunk into the ground a 
little.—Montreal Star. 


Feet of the Home. 


To get the most from a horse its feet 


be kept ia proper condition; not 


only'well and properly shod, but cared 
ior by Cue owner in the. mutter ot clean- 
liness. 
The beginning of such cure 


should be the clean stable; that IK, the 
stable clean of manure, than which 
nochiui,' i.s wor.se 1'or the horse to stand 
m tor any considerable time. 
When 


the nurse counts in from u tluy ot work 
in Che lielu.s, whlirh are waft, or froan a 
hard drive on muddy roads, look after 
1U t'eut and legs. Kadi huuf should be 
looked over carefully and cleaned, and 
the Ifo's siiould.be groomed as carefully 
ius tliu siiiiM. Then there are the por- 
tions of the coat which are covered by 
the harness which ought to have good 
cure each time the horse Is brought Into 
the barn. First of all, see that Che har- 
ness (its well, then, after unharneiwlnjj 
wipe off the places touched by the har- 
ness, using a moist rag or sponge. 
If 


there Is any suspicion of a rubbing, 
look to the eaiue at once and remove- 
It. There is no time in tiie work days 
of the horse when good care and watch- 
Iclnesw will do so much to keep him In 
pood condition as during the period of 
hard spring work. 


For Ciilloimecl Shoulder*. 


A farmer in North Dakota gives his 


method of treatment and cure of cal- 
ionsod shoulders of work horses in the 
Dakota farmer, which he says ho has 
used with uniform success, as follows: 


"I cut a slit In the front part of the- 


?ollar opposite the callous, then cut 
another slit at right angles across the 
first one. 
I then take out enough of 


the filling to allow for callous. After 
soaking face of collar In warm water 
[ lay the front part, where cuts have 
been made, on a plank or something 
solid, and pound face of collar where 
it presses on callous, with round-faced 
hammer, till a suflicient hollow hat 
been made.

whether collar has been used with or 
without pad. Then when the horse 
roines In from work I bathe the callous 
in water as hot as can lie borne and 
paint with Idolne. 
You will find this

ply contained thirty-two species of for-

European weeds that have been here- 
tofore unknown In this State. At least 
a dozen new weeds have been intro- 
duced Into Ohio in alfalfa seed during 
half as many years. 


While this Is unacceptable It is still 


more so to get only black metilck < yel- 
low trefoil) plants as ninny have done, 
where supposed alfalfa seed was sown. 
In these times of high-priced seeds 
there Is temptation to adulterate with 
cheap seeds like the black medlck. etc., 
which have verjr slight value as forage 
plants with us; there Is like disposi- 
tion to offer seeds with many wood 
seeds, at low prices. Both these dan- 
gers are real. 
Intending purchasers of 


such seeds wIJJ do well to be assured of 
their quality. 


May to Denier*. 


During the last two years a number 


of rogues In different sections of the 
country have been offering a considera- 
ble advance -on the market price of hay 
and thousands of tons have been ship- 
ped to these .people for which the pro- 
ducer received little or no return. With 
liny, as witto other articles of farm 
produce, It is usually best to sell It as 
near hoiu* «.« ;possible. In every farm- 
ing center ;there are reliable dealers 
who will pay, a fair price for such pro- 
ducts and pay spot cash for them. True, 
they sell them at an advance, but it is 
almost impossible for the grower to 
reach iiiese outside sources of demand. 
hence lie caai better afford to I6t the 
local dealer make a dollar or two than 
he can to take any chances In snipping 
himself, and (especially to 
people ol 


whom Ite knows nothing. The writer 
yearly sells his surplus Imy to a local 
liveryman and gets the cash on deliv- 
ery. Opportunities offer to bale It and 
ship to the <ctty at an advance on the 
local price, ihut we have figured thai 
our labor, iCtme and element of risk In 
the latter proposition Is not warranted 
by .the higher price, so we "let well 
enough alaue." and it generally pays tc 
do this.— Indianapolis News.

Granary with Elevator. 


Here's a plan of granary to hold 3,000 


•oshels of grain; the walls are of stone, 
Bad an elevator Is arranged to work 
by horse power. A granary to hold 
3,000 bushels will require to be 22 feet 
by 38 feet inside. This will give six 
bins, size 15 feet by 7 feet, and 0 feet 
high. This will also allow for a pas- 
sage across the middle of the building 8 
feet wide, which will give access to all 
of the bins and can be used for cleaning 
grain, as well as storing small imple- 
ments. The floor should be raised four 
feet from the ground to make it dry 
and convenient for loading grain, as 
well as to provide for the elevator, and 
belting below the floor. The walls be- 
ing of stone, should bo 13 feet higb; 
this will provide for 4 feet below tbc 
floor, one foot for floor, then 8 feet to 
the plates; this will give one foot clear 
over the bins. There should be a stone 
center 'wall lengthwise under the floor 
to carry the floor Joists, which will be 
lli feet long and match on middle wall. 


Watch for Seed Adulter*tl«M. 
The work of different experiment sta- 


tions has shown that a large number of 
foreign seeds are contained In clover 
and alfalfa seed, Including the dod- 
ders, which are so destructive to alfal- 
fa, and a large number of bad weed 
pests like the narrow plantain, wild 
mustard and a host of new weeds. 


One Impure sample of last year's sup- 


ply contained thirty-two species of for- 
eign seeds, including both species of 
dodder, the plantains, many common 
weeds, three species of Western weeds 
that are new in Ohio 
and as many 


European weeds that have been here- 
tofore unknown in this State. At least 
a dozen new weeds have been intro- 
duced Into Ohio in alfalfa seed durlug 
half as many years. 


While this is unacceptable It is still 


more so to get only black medick <yel- 
low trefoil) plants as many have dene, 
where supposed alfalfa seed WHS sown. 
In these times of high-priced 
seeds 


there is temptation to adulterate with 
cheap seeds like the black medick. etc.. 
which have very slight value as forage 
plants with us; there is like disposi- 
tion to offer seeds with many weed 
seeds, at low prices. Both these dan- 
gers are real. Intending purchasers of 
such seeds will do well to be assured of 
their quality.

To arrange an elevator for 
horse 


power, a hopper that will hold at least 
DO bushels should be sunk in the floor 
close to the door and at one side to 
empty grain for the wagon. The ele- 
vator Is an ordinary built elevator with 
buckets standing upright and 5n the 
rear corner of center bin. The box at 
bottom of elevator must be close on the 
ground to be connected with the deliv- 
ery hopper by a spout, with sufficient 
slope that the grain will run freely. 
The elevator will discharge well above 
the upper joists Into a hopper in the 
center of the building, to which a fun- 
nel-shaped spout is attached, that can 
be shifted to deliver into any of the 
bins. The horse power should be plac- 
ed at the end of the granary, and driv- 
en by a belt or shaft, passing through 
an opening In the wall left for the pur- 
pose. The dfttails can be all worked 
out by a mechanic, one essential is to 
•hare plenty of slope for the delivery 
hopper to box at foot of elevator, even 
jf It should be sunk Into the ground a 
little. — Montreal Star. 


Feet of the Hume. 


To get the most from a horse its feet

and thousands of tons have been ship-

ducer received little or no return. With 
hay, as wit^i other articles of farm 
produce, It J« usually best to sell it as 
near home .-a«-possible. In every farm 
ip.g 
center there are reliable dealers 


who will pay .a fair price for such pro- 
ducts and pay spot cash for them. True, 
they sell them at an advance, but it is 
almost Impossible for the grower to 
reach these ,nutside sources of demand, 
hence he can better afford to let th«? 
local dealer make a dollar or two than 
be can to take any chances In snlpplm: 
himself, and especially to 
people ol 


whom lie knows nothing. The writer 
•yearly sells his surplus hay to a local 
liveryman and gets the cash on deliv- 
ery. Opportunities offer to bale It and 
ship to Die city at an advance on the 
local price, tout we have figured that 
our labor, fchne and element of risk in 
the latter proposition is not warranted 
by .the higher price, so we "let well 
enough alone." and it generally pays tc 
do this.—Indianapolis News.

Kauma7.lt, Is being made near Dres- 
den from Hohemhm brown coal, says • 
the New York Post. The coal Is kept I 
twenty-four hours in coke-oven retorts, j 
The 
finished Kauma/.it 
is 
removed j 


from the base of the retorts every j 
three hours and Is cooled. The retort 
procedure first evaporates the hygro- 
scopic water In the brown coal (25 
and 28 per cent), and then causes the 
distillation of 
the heavy hydrocar- 


bons. 


The retorts nre worked under a par- 


tial vacuum. Tho gases obtained from 
the retorts arc cooled and scrubbed, 
and the purified gases are used part 
to bent the retorts, part to drlvo gas 
engines, and a surplus remains for 
sale to the various Industries iu tho 
neighborhood. 
The thermal value of 


the Kaumazit obtained averages ti,7-10 
kg.-cats. 
It contains 77.:U per cent 


carbon, 14.0 per cent ash and 1.47 per 
cent hydrogen, with -1.20 per cent hy- 
groscopic water. It Is graded In throe 
sixes, and Is sold for the production 
of slow-burning briquettes. 
Analysis 


proves Kaumay.lt to be a fuel poor In 
gas and high In fixed carbon.
